BARRY AS A STRATEGIST. 


HOW HE TRI ED TO COME I T OVER 


TH E PACKERS, 


A n d Wan D .tea ted Horan» « * o f “ Leaky **

C h ic a g o, Nov. 10.—The 
presen ce of the 
militia in the stock y ards is havin g a salutary 
effect upon the more turbulen t characters of 
the strikin g butchers. 
Tuesday tha militia 
were deploy ed on all the adjacen t thoroug h­ 
fares an d formed a complete cordon about 
the y ards for the purpose of protectin g men 
g oin g to work. 
In con sequen ce of these pre­ 
caution s there were n o cases reported of 
“ slug g in g " n on -un ion men in the town of 
Lake, althoug h the strikers were out in g reat 
force on the streets, stan din g aroun d in the 
rain discussin g the importan t movemen t they 
had en tered upon . 
They ven ted their wrath 
by callin g the n on -un ion ists hard n ames an d 
occasion ally hurlin g an obn ox ious word at 
the militia an d police. 
Employ es of the 
packin g houses who live in the city were un ­ 
fortun ately un protected while g oin g to work, 
an d several of them were assaulted by the 
strikers l>efore they could reach the militia 
lin es. 
Three men were 
severely beaten 
before the police could rescue them from the 
mob. 
The leaders of the mob were n ot ar­ 
rested, althoug h the police hun ted for them 
hig h an d low. 
A detail from tho First 
cavalry reg imen t wen t on duty at the y ards 
Wedn esday morn in g . 
This move comes of a 
deman d to have on the g roun d a troop of 
moun ted men for the purpose of puttin g n 
stop to desultory depredation s that are con ­ 
stan tly bein g committed by men who man ag e 
to escape before they can be arrested. 
New men to take the places of the strikers 
have arrived in con siderable n umbers, an d 
larg e g an g s are ex pected soon . From presen t 
appearan ces there is n o prospect of an im­ 
mediate termin ation of the strike. 
The on ly possible porten t of peaco is to be 
foun d in the quarrel that has sprun g up 
amon g the Kn ig hts of Labor. 
Sy lvester 
Gaun t g ave it out that he has resig n ed the 
master workman ship of tho Beef Butchers 
assembly , but T. B. Barry say s that he an d 
two others were ex polled for “leakin g " to the 
packers. 
This “leakin g " if ex plain ed by an 
in terview with Barry which Jte published, in 
which he say s the men were ordered back to 
work at the first strike a few weeks ag o, bo- 
cruse of a private arran g emen t he had made 
with Fowler an d Ken t, the packers, by which 
the men were to be ordered back at ten hours, 
an d after a time they were to beg in “ kick­ 
in g " an d Fowler an d Ken t were to con cede 
eig ht hours, thereby breakin g the un ion 
amon g the packers. 
Mr. Barry say s: “ Mr. 
Ken t ex pressed hin iself as in sy mpathy with 
the eig ht-hour sy stem, an d g ave me to un der­ 
stan d that he would like to be free from the 
Packer's association . 
Fowler did so too, but 
both said they were un able to act. 
When 1 
asked Ken t if he would establish the eig ht- 
hour day after a certain date he g ave me to 
un derstan d that they would. 
Fowler’s fore­ 
man , Fulmer, said that Mr. Fowler was n ot 
free to speak, but he assured us that he could 
speak for Fowler." 
Accordingly Barry ordered the men back 
and appointed a committee to look after the 
scheme. 
Mr. Barry continues: 
“ E. B. Har­ 
per, of Swift’s, one of the committee, gav e 
Gaunt, master workman of the Butcher’ as­ 
sembly , information regarding it, and it 
went from Gaunt to the packers. 
Harper 
had no right to tell any thing, ev en inside 
our order. 
The packers began to head our 
plans off, and the strike is a result of their 
efforts. 
* * * Gaunt, Harper and Dolan 
were ex pelled Tuesday by a unanimous v ote 
of their assembly , 7,8 02. 
This is a history of 
the trouble, for if the information had been 
withheld from the packers they would not 
hav e brought this pressure to bear on Kent 
and Fowler to sign agreements with them, 
and the eight hour sy stem would hav e come 
about without any trouble, for the under­ 
standing with Fowler and Kent was that 
as soon as discontent was 
shown 
with 
the ten-hour sy stem they 
were 
to 
re­ 
turn to the eight-hour sy stem. 
Hately , 
Botsford 
and 
Fowler 
sent 
for 
me 
last night, but I met them this morning at 
room GO, board of trade. I asked them if tho 
press reports of the packers* meeting and 
their intention not to employ Knights of La­ 
bor were correct, and they said the reports 
were true; it was their intention. I told 
them if they wanted to fight it was fight, and 
the men need not eat their meat, and they 
said it was our priv ilege. Negotiations are now 
ov er, and it is a fight to a finish. 
The men 
gladly accepted the challenge.'’ 
The purpose of the strikers is now to get 
the general board to order a boy cott on all 
Chicago meats as well as meats produced by 
Chicago packers in Omaha, Kansas City and 
other points, and if that fails to bring about 
a definite result they are in fav or of a gen­ 
eral strike in the packing industry of the 
country . 
Bo there seems to be any amount 
of trouble ahead. 
C rag in & C o., Libby , McNeil & Libby , 
Shoen eman & Co., Pfaelzer & CV. an d the 
O’Malia compan y have sig n ed the strikers’ 
eig ht-hour articles of ag reemen t, an d will re­ 
sume killin g hog s with full forces of men in 
a f :*w day s. 
They employ about 900 men all 
told.

He mov ed to quash the 
indictment on the ground, among others, 
that it did not allege any agreement to do a 
criminal act by lawful means or a lawful act 
by any specified criminal means.

A BI G POOL OF BEER. 


B rew ers 
U nite to lieg u lu te T hing s—A 
M illion D ollar G uarantee. 
N ew Y ork , Nov . 10.—The brewer* of New 
York, Brookly n, Jersey City , and Newark 
hav e formed a strong pool for the purpose 
of regulating their trade. 
It is understood 
that each member has deposited $15,000 as a 
guarantee of good faith, the fund thus raised 
amounting to $1,000,000. 
The agreement is 
said to be that all ex iting contracts with 
customers shall stand, but the practice of 
offering ex pensiv e saloon adornments as a 
bid for trade shall be discontinued. 
Beer 
shall be sold for $8 a barrel, 10 per cent. off. 
If a customer change his brewer, the one he 
adopt shall not allow him more than 5 per 
cent, off, and for ev ery barrel this brewer 
sells said customer, the brewer must pay $2 
into the association fund. 
Sev eral brewers, including H. B. Schar- 
mann, admitted Tuesday that a pool of this 
kind had been formed, but declined at pres­ 
ent to say whether the foregoing particulars 
were accurate. 


U ncle Sam** Scientific A dv iser. 
Boston, N ov. 10.—The semi-annual session 
of the National Academy of Sciences wa* 
opened at noon Tuesday in room 14 of the 
new building of the Institute of Technology , 
at the corner of Clarendbn and Boy lston 
streets, Professor C. C. 
Marsh, of Yale 
college, presiding. 
The National academy 
was chartered by congress during the war, 
and is the only one of the kind chartered. It 
constitutes an adv isory board for the gov ­ 
ernment on all scientific questions which 
may arise. 
It made a report on the gluoose 
rev enue question, and has made them on 
eclipse and transit observ ations, matters re­ 
lating to the coast surv ey s, and, in fact, on 
all scientific questions which may concern 
the gov ernment, is its chief adv iser. 
The so­ 
ciety has at present about ninety -fiv e mem­ 
bers, Professor Marsh president, and Pro­ 
fessor Hall, the noted astronomer, secretary . 
Two meeting are held each y ear—one at 
Washington, which is called by law, and one 
other whenev er the society may see fit. 
It is 
the latter one for the reading and discussion 
of scientific papers that is now being held 
here, aud it is the first ev er held in this city .

A cres of Subterranean Fire F ating It? 
W ay to a M ag azine o f Ga*—Sign* o f r 
W reck on 
Lake M ichig an — Twenty *

P ittsbu rg , N ov. 10.—Un quen chable fiatn© 
is eating its way throug h acres of coal land 
out in Westmoreland county . The Standard 
mine, the largest indiv idual mine plant in 
the Connellsv ille region, was sold to the Frick 
company sev eral y ears ago for $MX),UOO. 
It 
includes 1,200 acres of land and 673 coke 
ov ens and employ s ov er 700 men. 
A subter­ 
ranean fire is now burning in the mine, 
which is bey ond control. 
A miner’s lamp 
set fire to somo hay -wkgons about ten day s 
ago, and since then the mine has been burn­ 
ing fiercely . 
A number of mining ex pert» 
hav e tried v arious plans to subdue tho fiames, 
but while they worked well in theory , they 
were found good for naught in practice. The 
fire has already penetrated a gas farm, and 
is working its way beneath the township of 
Mount Pleasant. 
A scheme is under consid­ 
eration to drill a ten-inch hole at the farther 
end of the gas farm heading for the purpose 
of taking adv antage of tho grade, which falls 
toward tho shaft, and flooding the entries. 
The main danger is from fire-damp. 
The 
fiames are working in the direction of somo 
ex hausted coal cells, which hav e been aban­ 
doned and closed on account of tho gas. 
The 
fire is creeping slowly but surely that way . 
and it is only a question of a few hours to de­ 
termine whether there will be a . gas ex plo­ 
sion upon an unex ampled basis that will de­ 
stroy a goodly portion of Mount Pleasant and 
undermine many houses. 
The bosses are 
greatly depressed ov er the situation. Tho 
far-reaching effects of the calamity may be 
imagined when it is stated that to latx >r it 
means a stoppage of work to 8 00 men and 
consequent cessation of the pay -roll, which 
amounts to $40,000 a month. 
To capital it 
means a loss of daily rev enue of $2,400 and 
an output of 1,8 00 tons of coal a day . 


W RECKAGE W ASHI NG ASHORE. 


O m inous Indication* o f a D isaster on 
Lake M ichig an. 
F r a n k e o r t, Mich., Nov . 10.—The gale on 
Lake Michigan is washing wreckage ashore 
at Point Betsy , and a terrible marine dis­ 
aster has probably happened. 
The life- 
sav ing station is patrolling the beach watch­ 
ing for bodies, though none hav e y et been 
found. The surf men hav e picked up the top 
of the cabin of one of the largest sized v essels. 
It is lead-colored, with a hole for a mizzen­ 
mast The cov ering board is red and the 
edge-molding blue. 
The ceiling has three 
panels painted white. 
Small portions of her 
bulwarks,¡painted white, are washing up. 
A 
plank has been found indicating that she was 
an iron ore v essel, but nothing indicating 
her name. 


A P rophet o f 111-Omen. 
Bu rlington , Iowa, Nov . 10.—Professor 
Foster, the meteorolog ist, publishes his pre­ 
diction of a g reat storm period, ex istin g from 
Dec. 4 to 14, durin g which will occur some of 
the most destructive win ter storms of recen t 
y ears. These storms will be much of the 
same n ature as the g reat blizzards of last 
Jan uary . 
Heavy sn ow an d hig h win ds will 
g reatly impede railway travel, an d he ad­ 
vises the railway s to prepare for blockade* 
that will occur in the western states about 
Dec. 5 an d reach the eastern states Dec. 
These storms will break up the droug ht in 
the southeastern state*« . 
There will be en er­ 
g etic electrical disturban ces, that will affect 
teleg raph an d telephon e lin es. 
He sug g ests 
that man y lives an d much property can bo 
saved from loss by makin g preparation s for 
the severo weather of this storm period. 


T hree Ex plosion * in an H our. 
M orris tow n , N. J. , Nov. 10.—A series of 
ex plosion s occurred late Tuesday aftern oon 
at the Foreifco Powder works by which David 
Hamel, ag ed 35 , was in stan tly kill© 1, an d 
four others n amed Georg e Haven s, William 
Stephen son , John Fan cher an d John Rog ers 
were severely in jured. 
Three ex plosion s in 
all occurred within an hour, an d three build­ 
in g s were destroy ed. 
Hamel was blown 
fully 200 feet throug h tho air, fallin g iri a 
swamp a mass of burn s an d bruises. 
He 
leaves a wife an d six children . 
Th3 con ­ 
cussion was felt for miles aroun d. 
The 
cause of the ex plosion is n ot known. 


A nother Blig ht Shock nt C harleston.

Along with this 
criminal fiction there is a dev elopment of 
crime which is almost unparalleled, and it is 
impossible not to see a connection Ik*tween 
the two. 
Home time ago it was c alculated 
that in one month murders had been com­ 
mitted, or at least attempted, at tho rate of 
rather more than one a day . Hince then the 
iWord has been well kept up. One assassina­ 
tion follows another, an« l they are adorned 
with a degree of art which seems to indicate 
the ex istence in the mind of the murderer of 
a certain feeling of emulation. 
Whenev er a 
ruffian makes his mind up now to kill his 
mistress he seems to cast about for the mast 
striking and public way of doing it, as if he 
wished to see whether be or tho author of 
the laid tale of horror had the liv elier imag­ 
ination.—Saturday Rev iew.

Where could you hav e left 
it, child f. " said mamma, more annoyed by 
the delay which a search might necessitate 
than by the Joss of the missing article. 
“I am sure it would be impossible for me to 
tell, replied the young lady; we hav e been to 
so many places this morning. Well, I 
guess 
it don’t mak e much difference any way. It 
won’t pay to go and look for it, as it was an 
old thing, and papa has promised to buy me 
a new* one.” 
“Let u? go on then,” said her mother, 
“but do try, Fannie, not to be 
bo careless next 
time. ” 
Thus the matter was disposed of by the 
loser. The finder was a little white-aproned 
cash girl in one of the largest of the dozen oi 
more big stores not far from the spot, where 
the two ladies had been shopping. 
The little 
cash girl picked up the umbrella from its 
resting place against the glov e counter and 
looked about for the owner, but no one 
seemed disposed to claim it 
She then ex am 
ined the silv er handle and the quality of thp 
silk with her keen little ey es, and finally 
marched of with it on her shoulder to hand it 
in triumph to a salmon-faced lady behind a 
high desk in a remote part of the store. 
NEVER RECLAIMED. 
Hundreds of articles are lost ev ery day in 
the great stores of New York that are nev er 
reclaimed. What becomes of them may be 
of interest to the reader. In some of the 
most frequented shops of Six th av enue and 
Broadway it has been found necessary to keep 
a clerk for the especial purpose of taking 
charge of lost articles and to institute 
a regu­ 
lar sy stem by which they may be di*{>osed of. 
It would be, of course, impossible to enumer­ 
ate all the thousand and one different things 
of more or less v alue that are constantly 
being found. There are, howev er, a certain 
v ariety of articles that form the staple of this 
harv est. The first place belongs to handker­ 
chiefs of all sorts and v arieties, from the ordi­ 
nary ten-cent article to the more costly lace 
and embroidered ones. Umbrellas rank nex t, 
and are found in large quantities. Then 
come glov es, and as they are generally with­ 
out a mate they are comparativ ely v alueless. 
Pocketbooks, fans, hand sachels, muffs and 
pieces of jewelry follow in more or less pro­ 
fusion. 
All the v arious articles, when discov ered 
without an owner, are taken immediately to 
the clerk in charge of the “ found desk.” She 
—the clerk is generally a female—sorts them 
and keeps them for identification. 
Such as 
are afterward claimed are returned to the 
owner, and the rest, hav ing been kept for a 
certain length of time, are disposed of some­ 
what as follow’s: 
The handkerchiefs, after hav ing boen laun- 
dried, are div ided into two classes and are 
sold to the employ es for two and fiv e cents 
each, according to their quality . A sale of 
handkerc hiefs occurs about once a week in 
the large stores, and each department has its 
turn to buy . No partiality is allowed to be 
shown, and each saleswoman has an equal op­ 
portunity to make her own selection. 
Umbrellas, not accumulating so rapidly as 
handk erchiefs, a sale of them tak es place only 
about once a month. They are confined to 
the purchase of the cash girls in preference to 
all other employes. They command the in­ 
significant trifle of fiv e and ten cents each. 
MONEY AND JEWELRY. 
AH money and jewelry found goes to the 
proprietor of the establishment unless claimed. 
Pock etbook s containing money are almost in­ 
v ariably called for, and the hou.se, therefore, 
but seldom profits by the misfortune or care­ 
lessness of its patrons. It often happens that 
pack ages containing goods which hav e been 
bought in the store are dropped or left at the 
counter by the purchaser, who in going about 
from one department to another while shop­ 
ping forgets to return. These pack ages are 
opened and if not reclaimed the goods are re­ 
turned to the counter from which they came 
and put back in stock . 
A lx>ok is k ept for 
the purpose of mak ing a record of such ar­ 
ticles, and an accurate note is tak en of the 
k ind of goods, their quantity and quality and 
price. 
If there should happen to be any 
change that is also carefully noted. 
This is 
done in order that the loser may recov er the 
loss at any future time. 
Theobieetin selling certain articles that 
are found is not, as might at lii-st be sup­ 
posed, to make them of profit to the store, 
but, in the first place, to defray the ex penses 
of the loss department, and, in the second 
place, to prev ent partiality being shown the 
buy ers. 
In the sale of all fine article#, silk umbrellas, 
lace handkerchiefs, etc., the superintendents 
and such other employ es as draw high salaries 
are allowed first choice, and it is seldom that 
they neglect to av ail themselv es of this priv i-

THE BONES OF THE DEAD. 


D isturb ing the 
M ortal 
R e m na nts 
De 
p ositeil in P riv a te B ury ing G round s. 
How « hock ed some of the grand moguls of 
old New York would bo if they could come 
back to the city and sit around awhile to see 
how their bones are treated. 
For instance, 
gross and plebeian men, in junipers and clay 
pipes, hav e just, with coarse and unfeeling 
pick s and shov els, poached upon the priv ate 
preserv es of the mortal remnants of the 
mighty Lisfienards, of the ancient regime. At 
least this is the explanation that the police 
hav e fixed upon as the proper one for fork ing 
up, * in a cellar excav ation on Lispenard 
street, of a large assortment of osseous rem­ 
nants of humanity. 
Eight sk eletons hav e so 
far been dug out, all lying at one lev el, and 
all with their heads piously to the west, that 
the resurrected eyes might by no mischance 
fail to see the 8011 of Man coming in glory 
from the east. The site w as a p art of the Lis­ 
penard farm, an« l it Is supposed that the bones 
■vn-fe laid away in a priv ate burying ground 
there so long ago ev erybody’s descendants had 
forgotten all about it 
Good ail v ie» to anybody about to die is 
“Don’t be buried in a priv ate burying ground. 
It is seclusiv e for a time, but after a while it 
is ap t to get common. Witness not only these 
rak ed-up 
Lispenards, 
but other 
former 
families that had themselv es laid aw*ay in pri­ 
v ate plots in New York and the suburt« . For 
one case, there is right on the line of a great 
railroad, a few mil« ?* out of the city—so 
much on the line that the road seems to draw 
one side a little to av oid running ov er it— 
what ten years ago was apparently a priv ate 
grav eyard fallen into a state of innocuous 
desuetude. Then passengers gazed curiously 
out of the windows as the train w*eut by, and 
w’ondered whoso bones were trying to rest in 
such a rattle-ty-bong location. 
Antiquarians k new that the bones were 
those of the de-something-or-othens, an old 
French family that had once been the repre­ 
sentativ e of all that was high toned and 
wealthy in the neighborhood. That was ten 
years ago. Now the grav estones hav e fallen 
ov er, a patch of brush and weeds conceals the 
spot where they used to stand, the passengers 
nev er notice the place any more, and the an­ 
tiquarians are forgetting that there ev er was 
such a family. In another ten years the 
brush, weeds and grav estones will be cleared 
away, the place built ov er by the railroad's 
side track s and the antiquarians w ill be dead.

Snow Shoe T hom p son’« R e m a rk a b le Feat» . 
If not the swiftest, it was univ ersally con- 
•eded that, ev en up to the time of his "death, 
Thompson was the most expert snow shoe 
runner in the Sierra Nev ada mountains. At 
Silv er Mountain, Alpine county, Cal., in 
18 <0, when he was 43 years of age, he ran a 
distance of 1,<)00 feet in twenty-one seconds. 
There were many snow shoers at that place, 
but in daring Thomson surpassed them all. 
Near the town was a big mountain, where 
the people of the place were wont to assemble 
on bright days in winter, to the number of 
300 or 800. The ordinary snow shoers would 
go p art way up the mountain to where there 
w*as a bench, and then glide down a beaten 
path. This was too tame for Thompson. He 
would mak e a circuit of ov er a mile, and come 
out on the top of the mountain. 
When he 
appeared on the jx*ak lie would giv e one of 
his wild high Sierra w hoops, poise his bal­ 
ance l« >le, und « lart down the face of the 
mountain at lightning speed, leaping all the 
terraces from top to bottom, and gliding far 
out 011 the lev el before halting. 
Snow Shoe 
1 hompson seldom performed 
any feat for the mere name and fame of do­ 
ing a difficult and « laring thing. 
Yet W. P. 
Merrill, postmaster at Woodford’s, Alpine 
countv , wi ite*s me as follows in soeak ing 
oi 
some of Thompson's achiev ements: “He at 


M arv elous B e a utie s of a G re a t Cav e 
C olorad o-» N atural Set of C him e« . 
W hat is called th<* grand cav ern or < nv< i ns 
is about one and a half miles from Manitou, 
directly up the Ute pass—a road worn and 
cut out of the rock that w’inds up into the 
Rock ies, ov er which the Utes w’ere accus­ 
tomed to pass in the old times of thirty years 
ago. 
In prospecting among the ledges about 
a thousand feet abov e the pass the present 
owner, G. W. Snider, discov ered a small 
opening an« l by work ing at it soon found him­ 
self in the large hall that is the commence­ 
ment of a series of rooms and tunnels that 
now constitute one of the w’onders of the 
country. 
All along the path numerous stalactites and 
stalagmites w*ere seen, but perfectly tame and 
harmless, confined by 
the wire netting and 
safe from the hands of v andals. 
On the right 
were a lot of bones, also protected by wire, 
said to l>e those of a bear, but they were fox 
and wildcat bones and probably those of 
some other small mammal that had crawled 
into the cav e to die. 
From this interesting walk wo enter Stalac­ 
tite hall, where many strange forms hav e 
been molded by nature. Here is a deer’s head, 
seemingly in white marble, the antlers almost 
perfect; birds, trees, human faces and a hun­ 
dred and one fanciful shapes worthy of atten­ 
tion. 
Passing on, the rotunda is reached, 
where some fine stalactites reach down to the 
floor, forming pillars. 
Near here is a large 
room, about six ty feet high, called, v ery ai>- 
propriately , the opera house, Lav ing a par­ 
quet and two tiers of galleries ail around. 
Further along is a natural organ or set of 
chimes. This is by far the best in the country , 
and in this respect the Manitou cav ern is 
ahead of all others. The chimes are a set of 
stalactite formations, connected to the wall, 
forming a series of thin, upright slabs, placed 
side by side, and that, when struck with a 
stick, giv e out metallic, bell-like notes, and 
with a little practice the entire scale can be 
sounded and tuneful chimes rung. 
In the opera house are many curious shapes 
resembling statuary , and human forms appear 
attached to the walls. 
From here we pass to 
the Churn room, where a series of stalactites 
and stalagmites form a perfect 
churn, the 
new’ly churned butter represented in the stone 
by its side.—Mauitou (Colo.) Cor. Philadelphia i 
Times.
